_ The early meseages indicated that the 
Japanese had been victorious in the 
fighting which had been g°ilng on sev- 
eral days, but they gave hope that the 
advantage was inconsequential and that 
the Russians had lost no important 
ground. 

The latest official news, however, shows 
the army has been beaten back from 
Tatcehekiac and hbase retreated to Hai- 
Cheng. 

This would indicate that the Russian 
arms have suffered disaster, probably 
heavier than any that has befallen. them 
yet. 

Tatcheklao was selected as the southern 
base of the army and was fortified by Ku- 
fopatkin until it was supposed to be 
Strong enough to repel any moderate at- 
tack the Japanese might make. 

The Russians decided to withdraw from 
Tatchekiao Sunday evening. Gen. Zarou- 
baie, commanding the Fourth army corps, 
who is Gen. Stakelberg’s senior, resolved 
fo take this step in consequence of the

It was 
then held by the court that Ryan, the only 
defendant who went to trial, was acting as | 
trustee for the depositors, and was not 
subject to indictment for embezzlement. 
When this ruling was made the cases 
against Gill and Arnold were discussed.

moters. Arnold was first in the field. 
Lumpkin A. Gill, or Gill A. Lumpkin, was 
his manager. Ryan, attracted by the riches | 
that were pouring into the Arnold coffers, 
started a rival concern, and was also get- 
ting rich when the bubble burst, exposure 
came, and the riches vanished imto ruin 
for the “investors.”’

Villagers to Be Shut Out of the Notifi- 
cation Show at “Neighbor” 
Roosevelt’s House. 


BAND, TOO, IS “NOT WANTED” 


Senator Millard Gets a “Snub” and 
Little Old Woman Excites the 
“Sleuths.’’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OYSTER BAY, July 2%.—Many citizens 
who believe they have a right to be pres- 
ent when “Neighbor” Roosevelt is formally 
notified Wednesday of his nomination for 
the presidency, are indignant because they 
are not allowed to attend and blame Sec- 
retary Loeb. Lovb is in charge of the local 
arrangements. Sylvester Holmes, a hard- 
ware merchant, acting for himself and his 
friends, esked Mr. Loeb today if they 
would be allowed to be present. 

“No, you will not,’’ Mr. Loeb told him 
In no pleasant manner, Mr. Holmes says: 
“The President has invited his guests, and 
only those will be allowed to go to the 


house.”’ 
Mr. Holmes has always been a Repubil- 


can. 

“T'li bet 1 could, if I could see President 
Roosevelt himself,’’ Mr. Holmes said in his 
store today. “He would let us come jn. 
lt is only natural we should want to see 
such a ceremony, particularly when the 
main figure in it has been a neighbor here 
for years. I believe it’s ail Mr. Loeb's 
fault and that if the President knew about 
it he would tell the secret service men to 
let us all in who wanted to come. 

“I don't care anything about.the lunch, 
for 1 can get all I want to eat right here 
in Oyster Bay, but I do want to see the 
President and hear that Speaker Cannon 
make a apeech. I've heard a lot about him 
and believe it's only the neighborly thing 
to do to let us come here if we want to. 

“He or Mr. Loeb has picked out five or 
six persons from here to go. That ‘picking’ 
system is a bad one. Alt of us feel we 
have as muoh right as the others to go. 
And it may change a few votes. Of course 
it can't make any difference with me, be- 
cause I have always been a Republican; 
but there are some who won't look at it 
that way. I will vote for Roosevelt.’ 

‘That's right, Mr. Holmes,'’ said two 
or three sitting in his store, ‘“‘we've got as 
good right as any of them to go. Wait 
till we get our Long Island spunk up.” All 
the disappointed ones are biaming Loeb, 
but, thea pretty nearly everything that 
goes wrong nowadays in Oyster Bay is 
blamed on Loeb. When a window glass is 
mysteriously broken or a boat’ siips its 
moorings and drifts away everybody, pret- 
ty nearly, says: ‘Blame Loeb; that’s 
what the President does.’ 

Oyster Bay's band has been practising 
for weeks in anticipation of taking a prom- 
inent part in the notification exercises. Its 
meimbers relinquished the pleasures of

Senator Millard said he had talked over 
a minor formal appointment with the 
President. and was only at Sagamore Hill 
a o short while.

Esopus, N. Y., July %.—Senator John W. 
Daniel of Virginia, former Senator James 
Kt. Jones of Arkansas and National Com- 
mitteeman Daniel J. Campau of Michigan 
spent several hours in consultation with 
Judge Parker on the porch at Rosemount. 

This was the first time Senator Jones 
had met Judge Parker, and he, as have all 
other callers, spoke most enthusiastically of 
Judge Parker at the Esopus station while 
walting for the train for New York, which 
was a few minutes late. 

“I did not come to consult about the com- 
mittes meeting,’ said Senator Jones, “‘but 
to meet our candidate and to pay my re- 
spects to him. I heard many favorable and 
pleasing things about him as a man, and 
my expectations had been raised high, but 
Judge Parker more than came up to them. 
I am impressed with the advisability of 
having Judge Parker appear before the 
public as much as possible during the cam- 
paign. Out West the people do not know 
him. I am convinced thet the more and 
better they know him the stronger the 
ticket will be. If he would appear in the 
West and make the same impression on the 


afternoon, the prospects of success would 
be greatly increased. 

“From what I hear the situation is fa- 
vorable in the East, and the Democrats 
of New York and New Jersey seem confi- 
dent of carrying those states. I also un- 
derstand the prospects are good in Rhode 
Island, and that a vigorous contest will be 
made in Comnecticut. In the West there 
are several states which I feel confident of 
—Colorado, Nevada, Idaho and Montana 
among them. In Wisconsin and Indiana 
the Democratic organization is now har- 
monious and in excellent condition, and I 
believe the same can be said of Illinois. In 
all of these states there are Republican 
dissensions.”’ 


Senator Daniel 
Quite Enthusiastic. 


Senator Daniel was even more cheerful 
over the prospect than was Senator Jones. 

“The party is united and harmonious,” 
he said. ‘“‘We will go into this fight with 
our heads up and rejoicing in the conflict. 
This year the Democracy is the party mill- 
tant. There is a feeling of confidence and 
of satisfaction with the ticket.” 

It was reported that Senator Danie had 
come aS an emissary from Mr. Bryan. 
There is no foundation for that report. 
Though Senator Daniel was with Mr. Bry- 
an in 189, he heartily supported Judge 
Parker for nomination this year. and was 
chairman of the committee on resolutions 
and voted for the gold plank and ex- 
coriated Mr. Brvan for his conduct. 

After the conference all three gentle- 
men went on to New York to attend the 
meeting of the national committee. Mr. 
Sheehan had already gone on the early 
morning train. Although no Invitation 
has been extended to the committee as 
a body to call on Judge Parker he will 
be very pleased to see any of the mem- 
bers who chose to call. e desires to 
make the acquaintance of them all, but 
does not wish to have any of them feel 
that it is obligatory to come to see him. 


Many Invitations to 
Meet Party Workers. 


A number of invitations have bcen 
received by Judge Parker to attend va- 
rious meetings, dinners and receptions. 
Individual members of both the Manhat- 


tan and the Democratic clubs of New 

York City have asked the judge to name 
some date at which a dinner or recep- 
tion might be given to him. He has 
replied to all these that he will do noth- 
ing until aster his notification and ar. 
ceptance. le does not think it would 
be seemly for him to oppose at a pub- 
lio meeting as a candidate in advance 
of the formal notification. 

After Judge Parker has resigned from 
the bench it is protetse that he will 
make several public addresses, prepared 
with care for publication. At present, 
it is his intention, so far as possible, to 
stay at Rosemount, and to = out 
from there his views on the issues of 
the camperen in his letter of accept- 
ance, public letters and formal replies 
to such upon 
him. 

Judge Parker's mother has to 
Rosemount to pay a short visit. After 
a few days she will go to the old farm 
in Cortland County, where Judge Par- 
ker was born, to spend the summer.

WASHINGTON, July 
@tate dopartment has taken up the 
of the status of its shipping in the far 
®asteri waters, in order to be able to act 
quickly if it shall become necessary to pro- 
tect the commerce of its citizens from Rus- 
sian depredations. 

While the government thinks there is no 
Ganger of complications, it realizes thet 
@ condition may arise for which it shouid 
be prepared. 

Many steamers are engaged in carrying 
goods from Pacific to Oriental ports and 
the Viadivostok squedron is almost certuin 
to capture some of them on its frequent 
raids. 

The steamer Arabia, 
from Portland, Ore., may be the first ship 
to cause negotiations between America and 
Russia on this issue. She was seized Sun- 
Gay by the Viadivosteok fleet and sent to 
Viadivostok as a prize. 

Though she is owned in Germany, 
€argo was wholly American. 

The government will make no effort to 
protect what is plainly contraband of war 
that is destined for the Japanese army. 
But it ts exceedingly doubtful if,it will 
accept Russia's definition of what is con- 
traband, especially as it includes raw coi- 
ton. She will probably insist that unless 
goods are contraband in themselves—such 
@s guns of ali kinds—Russia shail prove 
that alleged contraband shipments are des- 
tihed for the Japanese army. 

It has just become known that the Ger-

The creation of the department of commerce and labor was our first serious at- 
tempt at the systematic national regulation of conporations. The law establishing 
the department provided for a bureau of corporations, with power to make, under the 
direction and control of the secretary of commerce and labor, ‘diligent investiga- 
tion into the organization, conduct and management of the business of any corpora- 
tion, jolnt stock company or corporate combination engaged in commerce among the 
several states and with foreign nations, excepting common carriers subject to the in- 
terstate commerce act, and to gather such information and data as will enable the 
President of the United States to make recommendations to Congress for the regu- 
lation of such commerce.” To enable him to perform these duties the commissioner 
of corporations is to “have and exercise the same power and authority in respeot 


to corperations, joint stock companies and combinations subject to the provisions 
herein as is conferred on the interstate commerce commission in respect to common 


carriers, so far as applicable.”’ : 
In the first year's work of the bureau of corporations it investigated among 


other things: 

The general subject of interstate commerce and the powers of the federal gov- 
ernment in relation thereto. 

The decisions of the federal courts relating to corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce which are subject to the jurisdiction of the bureau. 

The jurisdiction and powers of the interstate commerce commission. 

The decisions of the federal courts in relation to trade conspiracies, monopolies 
and combinations in restraint of trade. 

The corporation laws of the various states and territories. 

The methods of taxing corporations in each state and decisions relating to the 
taxation of interstate commerce. 

The effect of industrial combinations upon the prices of the commodities sold by 
such combinations, the effect of tariff duties upon the prices of commodities sub- 
ject to such duties. and the reasons for the difference, if any exists, between the do- 
fnestic and foreign prices of commodities manufactured by the protected industrial 
combinations of this country. 

This is the work that President Roosevolt has intrusted to a representative of a 
notorious corporation whose very existence is as flagrant a defiance of law as the 


organization of the Northern Securities Co. , 

Is Mr. Metcalf qualified to execute in its spirit a law imposing such obligations? 
Is not his selection for such’ a responsibil ity as gross an impropriety as the transfer 
of Mr. Cortelyou from the work of invest igating corporations to that of extracting 
their fat. or that of Mr. Knox from the t ask of prosecuting law-breaking combina- 
tions to that of representing the Pennsy! vania Railroad in the Senate?
